QMSRUINED
BY BAD WEATHER

Damp, Cold Spell Causes Hopes
of Amateurs to Spoil Along

With Seeds.

Chilly, wet weather that ha* fea¬
tured this spring haa played havoc
with the gardens of many of the more
xealous of Waahlngton'a amateur ag¬
riculturists who emulated the early
bird and planted during the first part
of last month. They now are bewail¬
ing wasted labor and the loss of need
tliey entruatad to Mother Earth with
naive faith In her generosity.
The unusually heavy rainfall, com¬

bined with the faot that the chill had
not left the soil when the planting
was done, and there has been little
sunshine since to remove It, caused
the kted to decay. Where the hopeful
gardener had visioned smart beds of
radishes, lettuce and sprlnir onions,
or patches of potatoes, beets and
other green truck, now ia barren ,«av»
for auch weeds as escaped his zeal¬
ous hoe. , *

>o Canae for Despair.
But there Is no cause for despair.

Take the word of W. C. Hall. truck
garden expert of tha Department of
Agriculture, who is consulting super¬
visor and the last authority for the
Capital's amateur planters

Just rake over that ground you so

carefully apadsd. and plant again, he
*ay«. Literally, there is no time like
the present. Hearken to the words
of Mr. Hall:
"Thla week is absolutely the beat

of the season for truck gardens. Po¬
tatoes planted now in well-prepared
ground.that is. with the clods thor¬
oughly broken up by raking- -will re-
suit In fine crops. Pea?, parsnips and
beets also are good crops to plant
from now up to May 25. Radlshea
can be put in every ten days, or so.
while rpring onions can be planted
almost any time during the growing
season.
"While some of the overzealous

gardeners have had bad luck because
of the unusually heavy rainfall and
chilly weather this spring, large num¬
bers have line crops maturing now I
saw some excellent gardens in Pet-
worth yesterday and in other sections
of the District last week.

(".¦dltlona Are tiood.
"Conditions are shaping nicely in

the Potomac Park strip. I have as¬

signed about 700 plots.virtually all
we have available.and there Is a ver¬
itable army of men. women and chil¬
dren busy putting In crops the latter
part of each afternoon. I have high
hopes of the results from these plots
"Those who had bud luck through

planting too early, should not despair
or sulk. Just charge the labor arid
aeed to experience, and plant again
right away. If the soil was well
spaded It will not be necessary to
turn It again. Juat rake it thorough¬
ly to kill the weeda. and plant."
There ia an art In planting, how¬

ever, and proper distribution and
depth are Its essential requirement!,
which are almost if not as important
as noil preparation. Guidance in all
theae matters can be obtained for the

Head of Tobacco Merchants,
Association Says "Weed"
Won't Meet Rum's Fate.

"Elquor and tobacco cannot *nd
will not be burl*d In the same grave
any mor* than a square plug can be
||tt*d Into a round hole." declared
Charles J BUenlohr, prealdent of the
Tobac*o Merchant*' A**oclatlon. In
hi* opening *ddrea* today before <0#
members of the tobacco Induptry in
convention at th* Wtllard Hotel
Explaining the physiological effect

of tobacco upon Individual* and *o-
el*ty. In eontra»t to the effects of
liquor. Mr. KI*enlohr continued:
"Tobacco doe* not excite or Intoxl-

oate, but *oothe* *nd paclflea It doe*
not Incite the comml«*lon of crime,
but promote* sober d«llberatlon and
contentment. Tobacco doea not lure
men from the flreeld*. but cement*
family tie* *nd add* Immeasurably to
the harmony of the Aome Tobacco
«u not banned to the *oldler* In time
of war. but It was approved by the
V ar Department, and wan eventually
rationed to the men along with |
coffc* and food."
Eieenlohr expressed the belief that

the common s>'n*e and moderation of
the American people would be nr,or'|than sufficient to hold any attempted
*ntl-tobacco agitation In check.

.X'nboubtedly the groat maJoclt> of
tlie people of this country, he added.
"are opposed to any movement wh'ch
will curtail their fundamental right
to enjoy the girts of nature to man¬
kind If It i* possible to legally re¬
strain the people from the unrestrict¬
ed use of tobacco it t* possible to de¬
prive them of tea and coffee, regulate
the stylo of clothe* they wear, pre¬
scribe rules of popular entertain-
ment ot recreation and abo|l*h such
nlay* and motions pictures as fall to
meet the requirements of radical
antls' In every walk of life."
Heferrtng to the changes thst have

taken place In the past few years.
Elsenlohr said that the revenue de¬
rived by the Government ftom to¬
bacco had Increased from *70.000,000
to more than »300.000.000 He urged
that thl* enormous turn was all that
th* tobacco trade ought to be ex¬
pected to pay. pointing out that the
higher taxes already Imposed upon
the business had resulted In a consid¬
erable decrease in the quantity of
cigar* and tobacco consumed. Any
additional tax burdens, he declared,
would actually defeat the expecta¬
tion* of Isrger revenue*
